A like number of volumes 
in the “Read Aloud” series has 
been bought. Another 20, relating 
the adventures of the Happy Hol- 
listers; a dozen Tom Swift science 
fiction stories; some 50 horse, dog 
and mystery tales; and 27 Zane 
Grey classics have been added. 

Educational values have not been 
over-looked, and in this connec¬ 
tion several highly attractive vol¬ 
umes stressing Canadian history 
and nature study have been includ¬ 
ed in the recent purchases. 

It has been constantly in our 
minds that both the fostering of 
the reading habit and the quality of 
the reading matter are our busi¬ 
ness. Whatever our success in both 
these matters, the voracious de¬ 
mand of our young customers still 
continues unabated. 

The increase in the number of 
adult readers is yet slight, although 
the fact that there is an increase 
at all affords some comfort. 

The demand here seems to lean 
toward the detective story, aid a 
plan to do some buying in this 
field is in the offing. In the mean¬ 
time, the 40 books or so of this 
nature on the shelves, will soon be 
segregated in one section to ac¬ 
commodate the addicts.

Women Disappointed 

The National Council of Women had ask¬ 
ed the government for a better deal for Cana¬ 
dian widows and widowers. No doubt they 
expected that the recent budget, presented 
just before the election date was set, would 
give some relief. No mention of the matter 
was made, and there is naturally a great deal 
of disappointment. 

Women are used to getting the brush-off from governments, 
because women do not seem to unite in efforts to get justice. They are 
not aggressive politically. 

Certainly they have a good case. For example, if a breadwin¬ 
ner dies and leaves his widow a pension or annuity, the revenue de¬ 
partment capitalizes it. To simplify that, they guess how long she will 
live and how much she will receive—and the tax is based on that guess. 

If she is unfortunate to die in six years instead of 16 years, she has 
paid tax on what she will never get! 

Surely this is a raw injustice in a nation where we are sup¬ 
posed to believe in the Christian principle that a man and his wife 
are one person. It is a real injustice to widows and widowers alike, 
who work together to arrange that on the death of one the other will 
not suffer too severe a drop in income. 

What should the women do? 

I can tell them what men would do. With an election coming 
up, they would attend all campaign meetings and they would ask 
each and every candidate to declare himself on the issue. 

A candidate wanting support would be called on to make a 
firm promise to work for reform in the field of estate taxes. Then, if 
elected, the candidate would be reminded continuously of his promise 
and would be expected to speak up in parliament on the subject. 

Women underestimate their own power. Who runs most of 
the campaigns, gets out the vote, does the telephoning, mails the 
literature, convenes the teas and even drives cars in the parades? 
The women! 

Political candidates need this help and need it badly. While 
they are in need, they should be asked to commit themselves to do¬ 
ing something worthwhile when elected. One worthy act would be to 
give widows and widowers something closer to justice in the taxation 
of hard-earned pensions.

^ Election Opportunities 

A good time to let politicians know what 
you want and don't want is now, when they 
are soliciting your votes. This is the time to 
put them right on the spot and get from them 
some clear statements of how they stand on 
various issues. 

For my part, candidates who solicit my 
support will have to assure me that they will 
be more prudent with the dollars they collect. 

I have no desire to be bribed wtih my own mon¬ 
ey; I will vote for the candidate who promises 
to stop spending money as if it were going out 
of style. 

You may have different ideas. I know there 
are some voters who think that when taxes are 
raised they are not hurt personally. They even 
approve of the notion that corporations should 
be soaked. It is a naive position to hold, be¬ 
cause if the corporations are soaked they must 
raise their prices and who do you suppose pays 
those increased prices? However, those who 
are naive enough to want the corporations 
soaked must get in their best digs during the 
election campaign. 

Another thirfg I am going to ask of the can¬ 
didates in my constituency is a statement one 
way or another on widows' pensions. I go along 
with the National Council of Women in their 
argument that the present tax on widows' pen¬ 
sions is grossly unfair and ought to be dropped 
or changed. Indeed I think Canada's entire tax 
structure should be changed to lower the rates, 
so that we can compete in price with other 
countries, and I am going to ask candidates 
how they feel about it and what they will do 
about it if elected. 

Elections can be boring, but they are, in 
my opinion, an education. You can have a lot 
of fun and learn a lot by taking part, attending 
the meetings, asking questions. This I propose 
to do. I think the days when politics were dis¬ 
cussed around the pot-bellied stove or over 
the cracker barrel in the country stores were 
good days, and that the custom ought to be re¬ 
vived. Next time you meet a neighbor, involve 
him in a political argument. You might not 
convince him, but you are almost certain to 
come out of the discussion somewhat wiser, 
and he is likely to learn a little from you. That's 
what makes democracy click.

fect until July 1, 1962. At that time 
J there must be an Order-in-Council 
raising the speed limit on each 
respective highway, and the new 
speed limit must be posted by signs 
on the highway before the new 
limit becomes effective. 

The Minister points out that he 
has had a number of people con¬ 
tact him who had taken from stor¬ 
ies arising out of the amendments, 
that the new speed limit was al¬ 
ready in effect on all modern two- 
lane highways. The stories appar¬ 
ently did not point out that the 
amendment was not effective until 
July 1, 1962, and only then after an 
Order-in-Council authorized the 
new speed limit. 

Car Check Vital 
To Safe Driving 

Emerging from a rough winter 
of driving, an automobile urgent¬ 
ly requires a thorough check, the 
Canadian Highway Safety Council 
warns. Motorists are being cau¬ 
tioned this month to take their ve¬ 
hicles to competent service centres 
to assure their safety in the com¬ 
ing open-road season and to pre¬ 
vent accidents due to mechanical 
failure. 

“Manufacturers build much safe- 
.ty into modern automobiles,” said 
W. Arch Bryce, CHSC executive 
director, “but an automobile is still 
a machine and must be properly 
maintained and regularly servic¬ 
ed.” Mr. Bryce strongly advised 
an immediate check-up of lights, 
glass, steering, mirrors, brakes, 
exhaust, horn, wipers and tires. 
“Only in this way,” he said, “can 
a driver be certain his vehicle is 
in safe condition for the highway.” 

The Council is also urging oper¬ 
ators of trucks to take every pos¬ 
sible precaution for safe vehicles. 
“Not only does an unsafe vehicle 
threaten the driver’s life, it also 
threatens the lives of pedestrians 
and other drivers,” the Council 
warned.
